Tt began when I chanced upon an "Alex Goodman's Pacific 66" wooden nickel, 
It had no address but it did have a telephons number. In the Winnipag 
Directory there was a Pacific 66 service station with that number, When I 
went there, they told me that Alex Goodman was no longer the operator, He 
had moved to Roblin, Manitoba. They also told me that somes people had tried 
to cash them in — but had been refused! So they had none, but will redseen 
any others offered and hold them for me. So far (6 months) none have 

turned up!) 


Following that, I picked up a "Portage & Lenore Service" wooden nickel, 

When I went to that location they told me that they had none and that these 
pieces had been issued by Fred Nickle, the previous owner, Howsver, when I 
got in touch with Mr, Nickle, he told me that these pieces had been issed by 
a Mr. Alex Goodman, When I asked him if this was the same Alex Goodman 

who had moved to the Pacific 66 on Pembina Highway and was now in Roblin, he 


said that that was the follow. 


Looking through the Provincial Telephone Dirsctory, I found in Roblin, a 
Company called "Goodman Ford Agency." When I dialed that number I did not 
reach Mr, Goodman, I spoke instead to his business partner ~ who had also 
been in business with him at the Portage & Lenore sits snd later at the 
Pacific 66 station, 


He told me that Alex (I felt that I could call him by his first name by now! ) 
had moved on to Swan River after closing the Roblin business, I asked him if 
Alex had any wooden nickels left, and he thought that he had. I offered to 
pay whatever price he might ask, plus postage, if he could send me a few, 


After three weeks had gone by and the postman brought me no parcel, I phoned 
direct to Swan Riber, Alex informed me that he had none left and that was 
the reason he had sent me none! 


After all that tine and effort, I had nothing to show for it, except the 
knowledge that the two wooden nickels had been issuad by the same person, 

Will that deter me in the future? I don't think so. I will continue to follow 
up every lead I get, and someday, I may find the legendary 'Pot of Gold! at the

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WOODEN MONEY OF THE TOWN OF TROQUOTIS FALLS, ONTARIO

The Town of Iroquois Falls lies just south of the LOth. 
parallel in North-Eastern Ontario, in the District of Cochrane, 
and is located along the Abitibi River, about 20 miles west of 
Lake Abitibi. Iroquois Falls is abovt 30 miles south-east 
of Cochrane and 45 miles north-east of Timmins city-center. 
The climate is said to be "sub-arctic." 


Since 1969, five pieces of wooden money have been made 
for the area. Hopefully, this article will clarify the 
many names that occur of these pieces, such as; Calvert, 
Montrock, Iroquois, Ansonville, and Gelinas. 


Iroquois Falls is a one-industry Town, and in its early 
years was a closed-company town, owned by the Abitibi Paper 
Company Limited, whose founder was F. H. Anson. Anson had 
obtained extensive wood limits and power rights in 1912, and 
had the Townsite incorporated in 1915. Because it was a closed 
company town, those workers wishing to own land, settled in 
the adjoining Townships, and settlements such as Monteith, 
Porquois Junction, Calvert Township and the Village of Montrock. 
The largest settlement south of and adjacent to Iroquois Falls 
was Ansonville, (named after F. H. Anson), within the 
Incorporated (1918) Township of Calvert, 


ae) On January lst. 1969, The Township of Calvert annexed 
the Town of Iroquois Falls, and the Municipality was known as 
The "Township of Calvert". However, effective January lst. 
1971, The Township of Calvert ceased to be, and this very 
large (in area) Municipality was granted Town status, and 
was named the Town of Iroquois Falls. As a matter of interest, 
the area known as Ansonville is now Iroquois Falls "A", as 
is its Post Office. 


In 1969, the Calvert Coin Club issued its first wooden 
nickel, to commemorate its 3rd. annual coin auction sy ak 
understand that this was the last coin show held by the Club. 

You will notice the name Caivert Coin Club, and the address 
Ansonville, Ontario and the date, April, 13, 1969, on this piece. 


The President of the Coin Club was also the Postmaster 
of the Ansonville Post Office, (now Iroquois Falls A). J. Gaston 
Gelinas decided to run for the office of President of the Ontario 
Branch of the Canadian Postmasters Association in May, 1969, 
Mr. Gelinas had wooden nickels made to advertise his ambition, 
and circulated these among members attending the Ontario 
Convention in Peterborough. He won the election. 
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In October of the same year, Mr. Gelinas used the same wooden 
pieces for his bid at the Office of President of the 
Canadian Postmasters Association, at the national Convention 
held in Ottawa. He was not successful. However, he said 

the wooden money "created a lot of talk, and fun". 


In 1971, the Calvert Coin Club issued wooden quarters for 
the Iroquois Winter Carnival. These pieces actually circulated 
at the Carnival and were so popular that the idea was continued 
in 1972 and 1973. The first three issues from Iroquois Falls 
feature an Indian Head, and the last two show, "Jack Pine Joe," 
the "happy log't, the symbol of the “Logging Winter Carnival". 

Winter Carnivals were held in 1974 and 1975 but as the 
Calvert Coin Club was no longer active, wooden pieces were not 
issued. The 1976 Carnival may prove to be very low-key, as 
at this writing, (January 1976) the mill workers of Iroquois 
Falls have been on strike against the Abitibi Paper Company 
for seven months.
